2. After further search and thorough examination of the present application and in view of 
the Applicant's amendments, claims 1, 2, 4-10, 13-16, and 18-22 are found to be in condition for 
allowance over the prior art made of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the prior art 
of record teaches articles having identification, classification, and inventory tracking components 
having a first and a second perception for differentiating the state of the article, the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or fairly suggests that each article is constructed to have only on 
identifiable characteristic viewable when housed with a plurality of articles.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.
